Boss says network 
will ‘absolutely’ get 
a facelift 



The director of Halifax Transit 
is promising the city’s transit 
network is getting a compre¬ 
hensive overhaul to improve re¬ 
liability and reduce trip times. 


“I can assure you that when 
we go to public consultation, 
we’re going out with a plan 
that meets these objectives put 
on us by council and the pub¬ 
lic,” Eddie Robar told regional 
council Tuesday. 

Coun. Gloria McCluslcey 
asked Robar to appear before 
council to explain an update 
delivered to the transportation 
standing committee in early 
September in which transit 
officials said the planned over¬ 
haul would consist more of 
“tweaking.” 

An information report 


stated a transfer-based system 
— one that involves shorter 
routes and multiple transfers 
per trip — wasn’t compatible 
with Halifax’s population base 
or geography. 


Robar said Tuesday transit 
officials modelled a system 
based on the principles estab¬ 
lished by extensive public con¬ 
sultation last fall, and found 
a transfer-based system with 


no overlapping or redundant 
routes just wasn’t up to scratch. 

“We couldn’t meet a couple 
of those objectives ... (mak¬ 
ing) the trip times faster and 
making sure that the service 
connections were high in fre¬ 
quency,” he said. 

However, in response to 
questions from McCluslcey, 
Robar said Halifax Transit will 
“absolutely” meet the condi¬ 
tions set forward in the previ¬ 
ous public consultations and 
said the system will be unveiled 
injanuaiy. 

“We have ideas on what 


that looks like,” he said. “But 
we need to draft that, cost it out 
and make sure that that’s a fis¬ 
cally responsible way of achiev¬ 
ing the objectives.” 

Robar said a 10-weelc public 
consultation period that will in¬ 
volve in-person and online feed¬ 
back with riders and non-riders 
will begin in mid-Januaiy. 

“The shape of that will in¬ 
volve network design, maps, 
locations, frequencies of servi¬ 
ces, so that people can compare 
the trip they take today to the 
trip they’ll take in the newer 
system,” he said.

On Tuesday, the Council of 
Ministers of Education Canada 
released the 2013 Pan-Can- 
adian Assessment Program for 
science, reading, and math in

falls below the national mean 
score in all categories. 

“The disturbing thing is 
that Nova Scotia is not just 
languishing but stagnating 
and declining,” said education 
expert Paul Bennett. 

In the sciences (which was 
revised and could not be com¬ 
pared to previous years) Nova 
Scotia had a mean score of 
492 compared to the national 
score of 500. 

For reading, Nova Scotia 
students average a 488 score 
compared to a national of 508 
which remained nearly the 
same from 2010 (489). 

Students scored 488 in 
mathematics compared to the 
national average of 507, which 
is a jump from 474 in 2010. 

Bennett said a “startling” 
point was the fact Nova Scotia 


students scored “significantly 
lower” than the rest of Can¬ 
ada. 

The province ranked fifth 
in sciences and seventh in 
math and reading compared 
to all 10 provinces. 

“We’re sliding from medi¬ 
ocrity to a new, lower pla¬ 
teau,” Bennett said, adding 
that it was concerning to see 
Prince Edward Island bypass 
Nova Scotia in reading and 
math and close in on the sci¬ 


ence scores when P.E.I. has 
historically been in last place. 

The French schools in the 
province also trailed the Eng¬ 
lish ones in all areas except 
math, where they are using a 
Quebec curriculum, Bennett 
said. 

He said the scores are es¬ 
pecially discouraging after the 
“time and energy” invested in 
curriculum changes like the 
NDP’s Succeeding in Reading 
from 2011.

Nova Scotia’s education 
minister says she will re¬ 
ceive the report of a panel 
reviewing the province’s 
school curriculum on Oct. 
30 and present it in the 
legislature at that time. 

Karen Casey says 
the panel led by former 
lieutenant governor and 
teacher Myra Freeman, is 
expected to include short- 
and long-term changes 
to the education system, 
some of which could be 
introduced later this year. 

It is the first time in 25 
years that Nova Scotia has 
conducted such a review. 

Casey made the 
announcement while 
responding to a national 
report that says while 
Grade 8 students in the 
province have improved 
in math, literacy and sci¬ 
ence, they remain below 
the Canadian average. 

Casey says the results 
show that the govern¬ 
ment can do more to 
support students and 
address issues such as 
teacher-student ratios in 
classrooms.

Close to 10,000

If you felt like the Halifax 
waterfront was a sea of tour¬ 
ists Tuesday, there was good 
reason. 


The Port of Halifax said 
more than 9,200 cruise-ship 
passengers were docked 
throughout the day, coming 
from five different vessels. 

In port on Tuesday were 
the cruise ships Brilliance of 
the Seas, AIDAbella, Grandeur 
of the Seas, Norwegian Dawn 
and Seven Seas Navigator. 

All of the ships arrived in 
the morning and were sched¬ 
uled to leave in the late after¬ 
noon or early evening. 

“It’s just a steady stream 
of people from the seaport 



all the way down,” said Port 
of Halifax spokesman Lane 
Farguson, who strolled the 
waterfront over the lunch 
hour. “Restaurants were 
packed. Everywhere along 
the waterfront was busy with 
tourists.” 

This is a very busy week 
for cruise ships, with Tuesday 
being the largest for Halifax 
in terms of both passengers 
and ships. 

Seventeen ships are sched¬ 
uled to dock this week, and 
will cariy about 30,000 pas-

sengers. 

“Halifax has tradition¬ 
ally been a popular fall cruise 
destination and this year is 
no different,” said Farguson, 
pointing to the fall colour 


change and comfortable tem¬ 
peratures as big draws. 

“It all comes together and 
this is the time when it really 
booms.” 

When passengers arrive, 
some stay on the waterfront, 
others venture to Public Gar¬ 
dens or Citadel Hill, and some 
take tour buses to Lunenburg 
or Peggy’s Cove. 

“On a day like today, you 
are definitely going to notice 
the impact,” Farguson said on 
what this does for the local 
economy. 


The Community Foundation 
of Nova Scotia released their 
latest Vital Signs report on 
Tuesday, which focuses on the 
under-35 demographic which 
makes up nearly 40 per cent 
of the province’s population. 

In 2013, the report said 
the unemployment rate for 
15- to 24-year-olds hit 18.3 per 
cent, the highest across all 
provinces. 

The report also said more 
than one in five children 
under 18 (21.2 per cent) were 
living in a food-insecure house 
in 2012, while in the same 
year 4.8 per cent (8,209) of 20- 
to 34-year-olds were “severely 
food insecure.” 

At the same time, the 
obesity rate among teens in 
Nova Scotia has doubled since 
2007, and in 2012 the report 
showed 32 per cent of teens 
were overweight compared to 
the national average of 21.8 
per cent. 

One in five high school 
students has considered sui¬ 
cide, and almost one in 10 has 
attempted it, the data showed. 

“It’s time to have those dif¬ 
ficult conversations and to fig¬ 
ure out a better way forward,” 
said Allison Kouzovnilcov, 
executive director of the foun¬ 
dation, in a release, metro

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St. Pat’s. Demolition costs 
up as school goes down 


Councillors had plenty of 
questions for city staff over a 
request to beef up the budget 
for demolition and remedi¬ 
ation of the St. Patrick’s High 
School site. 

A staff report states an ori¬ 
ginal estimated cost of $3.5 
million was submitted to 
council before a consultant’s 
report on the site was com¬ 
plete. 

The detailed budget esti¬ 
mate based on Dillon Consult¬ 
ing’s demolition specification 
increased to $4.5 million, 
which includes a 30 per cent 
contingency. 

“I’m not a big fan of us be¬ 
ing in the demolition business 
... but what we’re hearing is 
there’s still a chance because 
of the location and value of 
this land that we will still 
come out of this okay,” said 
Coun. Tim Outhit. 

Councillors also ques¬ 
tioned the $200,000 staffers 
said was needed to contract 
out planning services to begin 
the process of having the land 
rezoned in anticipation of a 
sale.

Manager of real estate and 
land management Peter Sticlc- 
ings said although the city has 
its own planners, turning to 
an outside agency would help 
speed up the rezoning process.

Residential rezoning 
for Lake Loon land 


Westphal. Decision 
must still be vetted 
through community 
council 


Halifax councillors have voted 
to rezone a patch of land near 
Lake Loon in Westphal in or¬ 
der to allow a residential de¬ 
velopment that residents say 
threatens the well-being of the 
beloved lake. 

Elastics Design, on behalf of 
Lake Loon Ltd., is proposing two 
multi-unit buildings of six and 
seven storeys high alongside 
44 townhouses on the property 


behind the Gateway Meat Mar¬ 
ket on Main Street — currently 
zoned for commercial use. 

“We believe a residential 
development with a tight walk- 
able mixed-use core is more 
in keeping with the suitability 
of this parcel of land,” Elastics 
president Rob LeBlanc told 
council during a public hear¬ 
ing. 

About 20 people came to the 
public hearing Tuesday and six 
spoke — three in favour and 
three against. 

Opponents said the lake 
and surrounding commun¬ 
ity couldn’t withstand the in¬ 
creased stormwater runoff or 
traffic.

“This is something you’d 
see in downtown Halifax or 
Dartmouth, not on the edge of 
a lake,” said resident Don Shew- 
felt. “It’s not compatible with 
the commercial environment 
and it’s not compatible with 
the residential environment.” 

A traffic study suggested 
there would be minimal im¬ 
pact from the development, 


and city staff said Elastics was 
planning “enhanced” storm¬ 
water management measures. 

Councillors sided with 
the speakers who said the de¬ 
velopment was a good way 
to increase density in an area 
targeted for growth under the 
Regional Plan. 

“When it comes to a lake 
and protecting it, I’m veiy 
mindful of that,” said Coun. 
Lorelei Nicoll, noting city staff 
are recommending residen¬ 
tial development as preferable 
over commercial. “But ... if 
you are on a lake and you’re 
within a serviceable boundaiy 
... it’s going to be developed.”

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Energy Minister faces big questions

Andrew Younger 
attempts to shed light 
on Nova Scotia's energy 
future at conference 


Nova Scotia’s energy min¬ 
ister faced questions Tues¬ 
day about how the province 
will become a centre for 
research in hydraulic frac¬ 
turing technology while it 
moves to ban high-volume 
fracking for onshore oil and 
gas. 

Andrew Younger told the 
Core Energy Conference in 
Halifax that there hasn’t 
been much industry inter¬ 
est in the method so far, 
and the majority of people 
in the province remain op¬ 
posed to fracking. 

The Energy Department 
plans to provide a detailed 
geological map to show 
where onshore oil and gas 
opportunities might exist, 
he said, adding it will also 
allow more informed de¬ 
bate in the future. 


“To start with, we need to 
know what the resource po¬ 
tential is,” he said. “We are 
doing the onshore atlas at 
this point to identify what 


the resource opportunities 
are and it will make it easi¬ 
er to have those discussions 
in the communities about 
real opportunities.” 


Asked if his department 
would work to reduce com¬ 
munity fear about possible 
risks to watersheds and 
other environmental issues 


associated with franking, 
Younger said he is surprised 
there hasn’t been more in¬ 
dustry involvement in mak¬ 
ing its case to communities. 

Meanwhile, senior exec¬ 
utives with utilities in New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
said the supply of natural 
gas could decrease in At¬ 
lantic Canada over the next 
decade. 

Chris Huslcilson, CEO 
of Emera, said after 2019, 
most projections are for 
natural gas production to 
decrease in Nova Scotia’s 
offshore. 

“We have to start to 
think about how we are go¬ 
ing to supply natural gas to 
the region in the future,” he 
said. 

Huslcilson said the nat¬ 
ural supply issue may partly 
be solved by hydroelectri¬ 
city from Muskrat Falls and 
the Maritime Link project 
that will bring power from 
Labrador to the Maritimes. 

The $8.5-billion projects 
are on time, he said, and 
there has been no increase 
in the cost.

The co-owner of Halifax’s latest 
diner is hoping she won’t trip, 
even though her shoes have 
been feeling too big lately. 

Kaleigh Bums, co-owner

There were 18 reported ac¬ 
cidents between pedestrians 
and vehicles within Halifax 
Regional Police’s jurisdiction 
and four in the area served by 
Halifax RCMP. 

There have been 164 re¬ 
ported accidents between 
cars and pedestrians in 2014, 


with three people dying and 
six others suffering serious 
injuries. 

The statistics show the 
majority of accidents are tak¬ 
ing place in crosswalks. For 
example, of the 151 accidents 
in the HRP area, 96 (or 64 per 
cent) have happened in cross¬ 
walks. 

In addition, the total num¬ 
ber of reported accidents to 
HRP is up by 89 incidents — 


or 70 per cent — from 2013. 

Halifax Regional Police 
also note there have been 34 
accidents between cars and 
cyclists through the first nine 
months of this year. 

In the area served by Hali¬ 
fax RCMP, there have been 13 
reported accidents between 
vehicles and pedestrians so 
far in 2014, compared with 
12 from a year ago.

Twitter suing FBI, 
DOJ to release info

Twitter is suing the FBI and 
the Department of Justice 
to be able to release more 
information about surveil¬ 
lance of its users. 

Twitter Inc. filed a law¬ 
suit Tuesday in a California 
federal court to publish its 
full “transparency report,” 
which documents govern¬ 
ment requests for user 
information. The published 
report does not include the 
exact number of national 
security requests because 
Twitter, along with other In¬ 
ternet companies, has been 
prohibited from disclosing 
that information, even if no 
requests were received. 

The San Francisco-based 
social media company 
said in a blog post that it 
believes it’s entitled under 
the First Amendment to 
“respond to our users’ con¬ 
cerns and to the statements 
of U.S. government officials 
by providing information 
about the scope of U.S. gov¬ 
ernment surveillance.”

Canada-wide. Operation 
to free women forced 
into sex trade 


A months-long investigation 
into human trafficking has 
led to the rescue of 18 women 
who were forced to work in 
the sex trade, police said on 
Tuesday. 

Nine people are facing 33 
charges, including forcible 
confinement, making and dis¬ 
tributing child pornography, 
assault, trafficking in per¬ 
sons, withholding or destroy¬ 
ing documents, living off the 
avails, uttering threats, ob¬ 
structing police and failing to 
comply with court orders and 
conditions of bail and proba¬ 
tion. 

Ontario Provincial Police 
Sgt. Peter Leone said vulner¬ 
able groups, like newcomers 


to Canada, are often the tar¬ 
gets of exploitation. 

“These (18 victims) are in¬ 
dividuals who were preyed 
upon, that were veiy vulner¬ 
able and certainly exploited,” 
he said. 

Twenty-six police forces 
were involved in the operation 
on Oct. 1 and 2, including 
those in Edmonton, Calgary, 
Regina, Saskatoon, Winnipeg, 
Halifax, Quebec City, Toronto 
and other parts of Ontario. 

They interviewed hun¬ 
dreds of women, some as 
young as 15, since Januaiy, fo¬ 
cusing on hotels, motels and 
massage parlours along major 
thoroughfares in 30 cities and 
towns across the countiy, po¬ 
lice said. Many of the women 
had been threatened with vio¬ 
lence, extortion and drug de¬ 
pendency, among other forms 
of coercion by men.

Mountie’s death 
highlights need 
to deal with PTSD 

The death of RCMP Cpl. 

Ron Francis, who helped 
draw attention to post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
among emergency first 
responders, is a terrible loss 
that underscores the need 
to deal with the issue, the 
RCMP’s commanding of¬ 
ficer in New Brunswick said 
Tuesday. 

“It’s unfortunate that 
this condition, if you will, 
took over and consumed 
him, but he didn’t let go,” 
assistant commissioner 
Roger Brown told a news 
conference at RCMP head¬ 
quarters in Fredericton. 

“His goal was to try to make 
some sense of it himself 
and to bring an awareness 
to what this is all about.” 

Francis was found dead 
Monday afternoon at the 
Kingsclear First Nation. It 
appears no one else was 
involved in his death but 
Brown wouldn’t provide 
any details about the cir¬ 
cumstances of how Francis

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Woman sues drug 
agency over fake 
Facebook account 


Complaint. Sondra 
Arquiett says fake page 
gave the impression 
she was co-operating 
with investigation 


The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration set up a fake 
Facebook account using 
photographs and other per¬ 
sonal information it took 
from the cellphone of a New 
York woman arrested in a co¬ 
caine case in hopes of trick¬ 
ing her friends and associates 
into revealing incriminating 
drug secrets. 

The Justice Department in¬ 
itially defended the practice 
in court filings but now says 
it is reviewing whether the 
Facebook guise went too far. 

Sondra Arquiett’s Face- 
book account looked as real 
as any other. It included 
photos of her posing on the 
hood of a sleek BMW and a 
close-up with her young son 


and niece. She even appeared 
to write that she missed her 
boyfriend, who was identi¬ 
fied by his nickname. But it 
wasn’t her. 

The account was the work 
of DEA Agent Timothy Sin- 
nigen, Arquiett said in a fed¬ 
eral court lawsuit. The case is 
scheduled for trial next week 
in Albany, N.Y. 

Arquiett was arrested in 
July 2010 and was accused 
of being part of a drug distri¬ 
bution ring run by her boy¬ 
friend. She pleaded guilty to 
a lesser charge in 2011. 

In a court filing in August, 
the Justice Department con¬ 
tended that while Arquiett 
— who is now asking for 
$250,000 US — didn’t directly 
authorize Sinnigen to create 
the fake account, she “im¬ 
plicitly consented by grant¬ 
ing access to the information 
stored in her cellphone and 
by consenting to the use of 
that information to aid in ... 
ongoing criminal investiga¬ 
tions.”

Java genes. Harvard 
research indicates four 
are associated with 
how caffeine works as a 
stimulant and how the 
body breaks it down 


How much coffee do you drink 
eveiy day? One cup in the mor¬ 
ning? Or do you gulp it all day? 

Scientists have long known 
that your DNA influences how 
much java you consume. Now a 
huge study has identified some 
genes that may play a role. 

Their apparent effect is 
quite small. But variations in 
such genes may modify coffee’s 
effect on a person’s health, and 
so genetic research may help 
scientists explore that, said

Marilyn Comelis of the Harvard 
School of Public Health. She led 
the research. 

The project analyzed the 
results of about two dozen pre¬ 
vious studies with a combined 
total of more than 120,000 par¬ 
ticipants. Those participants 
had described how much coffee 
they drink a day, and allowed 


their DNA to be scanned. The 
new study looked for minute 
differences in their DNA that 
were associated with drinking 
more or less coffee. 

Researchers found eight 
such variants, two of which 
had already been linked to cof¬ 
fee consumption. 

Four of the six new vari¬ 
ants implicate genes that are 
involved with caffeine, either 
in how the body breaks it down 
or in its stimulating effects, the 
researchers said in a paper re¬ 
leased Tuesday by the journal 
Molecular Psychiatry. 

The two other newly im¬ 
plicated genes were a surprise 
because there’s no clear bio¬ 
logical link to coffee or caffeine, 
Comelis said. They are instead 
involved with cholesterol levels 
and blood sugar.

Driven to distraction by 
voice-activated gadgets? 


Studies. Hands-free 
devices meant to cut 
down on distracted 
driving may be doing 
more harm than good 


Just because you can talk to your 
car doesn’t mean you should. 

Two new studies have found 
that voice-activated smart¬ 
phones and dashboard infotain¬ 
ment systems may be making 
the distracted-driving problem 
worse instead of better. 

The systems let drivers do 
things like tune the radio, send 
a text message, or make a phone 
call while keeping their eyes on 


the road and their hands on 
the wheel, but many of these 
systems are so error-prone or 
complex that they require more 
concentration from drivers rath¬ 
er than less, according to studies 
released Tuesday by the AAA 
Foundation for Traffic Safety 
and the University of Utah. 

One study examined info¬ 
tainment systems in some of 
the most common auto brands 
on the road: Chevrolet, Chiysler, 
Ford, Hyundai and Mercedes. 
The second study tested the 
Apple iPhone’s Sir! voice system 
to navigate, send texts, make 
Faceboolc and Twitter posts, and 
use the calendar without hand¬ 
ling or looking at the phone. 
Apple and Google are work¬ 


ing with automakers to mesh 
smartphones with infotainment 
systems so that drivers can 
bring their apps, navigation and 
music files into their cars. 

Apple’s Sir! received the 
worst rating, 4.14. Twice test 
drivers using Sir! in a driving 
simulator rear-ended another 
car. 

Chevrolet’s MyLinlc received 
the worst rating, 3.7, among the 
infotainment systems. Infotain¬ 
ment systems from three other 
automakers Mercedes, Ford and 
Chrysler also were rated more 
distracting for drivers than 
simply talking on a handheld 
cellphone. Most of the cars were 
2013 model year vehicles.

Bees Pesticides linked to 
deaths of bees could have 
’massive impact’ on nature 


The widespread use of 
neonicotinoid pesticides by 
Ontario farmers, which has 
been linked to the deaths of 
bees, could have a “massive 
impact” on our ecological 
system, the province’s en¬ 
vironment watchdog warned 
Tuesday. 

“All the science is not done, 
but everything that I have be¬ 
fore me ... suggests to me that 
this is the biggest threat to the 
structure and ecological integ¬ 
rity of the ecosystem that I 


have ever encountered in my 
life, bigger than DDT, ” said 
Environmental Commissioner 
Gord Miller as he released his 
annual report. 

Dichloro-diphenyl-tri- 
chloroethane was banned in 
Canada in 1972 because of 
environmental and safety con¬ 
cerns, and even Environment 
Minister Glen Murray admit¬ 
ted the neonicotinoid class 
of pesticides is “much more 
toxic” than DDT.

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MATH: THE NOBELIST OF PURSUITS 


It’s Nobel prize season again, the time of year that 
reminds us of the good things that can happen if we 
stick with math. 

This year’s physics prize winners include the 
three guys from Japan who invented LED lights, 
which have had an instant and illuminating impact 
on our world. 

Each scientist gets a cool eight million kronor 
(about $1.1 million), while a grateful planet gets a 
vastly more efficient lighting technology that just 
screws into the old one. 

LED (an acronym for light-emitting diode) lights 
last 10 times longer than fluorescent lights and 100 
times longer than bad old Thomas Edisons. This is 
significant because one-quarter of the world’s elec¬ 
tricity goes to lighting. 

LED lights have already taken over about 10 per cent of the 
lighting load, and the Lighting Research Center (you knew there 
would be one of those) estimates that will increase to 30 per cent

when the price comes down. 

That’s good for a few billion tonnes of green¬ 
house gas. 

Last year’s physics prize was pretty cool, too 
—it recognized the discovery of the elusive 
Higgs boson, one of the elemental particles of 
the universe, tracing its lineage back to the Big 
Bang. But you need Carl Sagan to explain what 
the little guy actually does, and, unfortunately, 
Carl’s no longer with us. 

The LED light, on the other hand, is conven¬ 
iently available at your local Canadian Tire store. 
Not only does it last 10 to 100 times longer than 
an old-fashioned bulb, it costs 10 to 100 times 
more. But you just screw it in the socket and for¬ 
get about it. It’s a race to see what lasts longer, 
you or your light bulb. 

This is obviously a problem, and someone in the lighting in¬ 
dustry is going to have to figure out how you make money from 


something that lasts forever. Right now, the generally accepted 
North American business plan is for cheap stuff that falls apart 
in three years. 

Still, the LED reminds us of the power of science and technol¬ 
ogy to change the world, just like that. Just when you think the 
grid is overextended and ready to blow the mother of all fuses, a 
scientist finds a way to increase capacity by 10 to 100 times. 

The idea that science will save us is not popular these days 
among the children of Hollywood, who have been raised on the 
notion that science will kill us if we’re not careful. Funny, but 
the technology-driven apocalypse is a lot more believable with 
the discovery of digital special effects. Some math nerd could 
win both a Nobel and an Oscar, but end up turning us against 
technological progress. Oh, the irony. 

So the LED prize comes at a crossroads in human evolution. 
As curiosity and freedom of thought are all under assault by 
people who flunked math, it’s a timely reminder that on its good 
days, science rules. 

Now, if only we can figure out what to do with a Higgs boson.

It’s a winding eight-hour 
bus ride across the Andes, 
where you feel the effects 
of the altitude and bone- 
chilling cold.

It’s the definition of re¬ 
mote, deep in the Amazon.

Program participant Alberto Valdes, 
whose mother came from Ecuador 


allowing volunteers to work 
alongside the Amazonian 
people and learn about the 
challenges they face. 

“This isn’t a luxury para¬ 
dise vacation, but what you 
will get out of this is the 
satisfaction of knowing ... 
you’ve been able to give 
someone something that’s 
greater than money — and 
that’s your time,” said Lau¬ 
ren Ott, manager of execu¬ 
tive projects with Free the 
Children. 

I’m tagging along with 
a group of seven Aimia 
employees on a corporate- 
sponsored trip to help build 
a school in the nearby vil¬ 
lage of Bella Vista Baja. Aim¬ 
ia is a loyalty management 
company that owns Aero- 
plan and supports a range 
of charitable endeavours 
from donations to employ¬ 
ee volunteer activities (for 
this trip, employees had to 
apply for a spot by writing 
an essay). 

Alberto Valdes, a man¬ 
ager at Aimia, wanted to 
come here because his 
mother is Ecuadorian. 

“Growing up, my mother 
always said how lucky we 
are to have what we have,” 
he said. “I thought I knew 
what that meant, but when 
I got (to Ecuador), I realized 
I didn’t.” 

Valdes made a sacrifice 
of his own to be here: His 
wife is seven-and-a-half 
months pregnant. Being cut 
off from the outside world 
— there’s no Internet and 
no cell coverage, either — 
is challenging, but he wants 
to be able to share these 
stories with his kids so 
they’re aware of important 
issues from an early age. 

There are no roads here. 
Instead, we hop in a motor¬ 
ized canoe to get to Bella 
Vista Baja, a community 
where the only source of 


“clean” water is from a hose 
that comes up out of the 
ground in the middle of the 
school playground. There’s 
only one toilet in the entire 


community, which belongs 
to the wealthiest family. 

“Many of the indigenous 
people not only feel forgot¬ 
ten, but their infrastructure 


is very lacking,” said Ott. In 
the past, non-profits would 
come to areas like this with 
an attitude of “build it and 
they will come.” 

But without commun¬ 
ity consultation, they built 
things and no one came. 
Outhouses became sheds; 
wells dried up. 

Me to We’s model is dif¬ 
ferent, in that it requires 
sitting down with commun¬ 
ity leaders (not once, but six 
times) to find out what they 
need, rather than telling 
them what they need. 

The community is also 
required to either pay or 
supply the resources for 10 
per cent of every project. 

“Our hope is within five 
or six years we’re able to 
leave the community and 
they’re fully sustainable,” 
said Ott. 

In Bella Vista Baja, we’re 
helping to build a school, 
alongside a crew made up

“We wanted to create 
our own identity in the 
business-scape of Can¬ 
ada,” said Alden Hadwen, 
Aimia’s head of community 
engagement. So Aimia ran 
focus groups with members 
to find out what makes life 
meaningful for them, which 
has resulted in partnerships 
with not-for-profit organ¬ 
izations such as Free the 
Children, among others.

of locals. We cut, form and 
bind rebar to build, quite 
literally, the pillars of edu¬ 
cation. 

Cement (mixed by hand) 
will be poured over the re¬ 
bar to create pillars that 
will hold up the school. It’s 
back-breaking work with¬ 
out machinery. 

It will take six to seven 
months to complete one 
school, so our group will 
be one of many helping to 
make that happen. 

But, “it’s more than 
bending rebar all day,” said 
Ott. 

“It’s taking the time to 
show someone that they’re 
important enough that you 
took the time to meet them 
and learn their name.”

With Thanksgiving around 
the corner you may be think¬ 
ing about what to enjoy with 
family and friends.

1. In a large non-stick skil¬ 
let, heat oil over medium 
heat.

broccoli and red pepper and 
cook for 3 minutes or until 
beginning to soften. 

Add rice and water chest¬ 
nuts and cook for 2 minutes 
or until warmed through.

Dane brings lessons

Nikolaj Ehlers admitted some¬ 
thing sort of special Tuesday. 

“I missed the boys a little 
bit,” the dashing Dane said 
with a slight smile, after his 
first practice back with the 
Halifax Mooseheads at the Sco- 
tiabanlc Centre.

Ehlers said he learned a lot 
from Jets veterans such as for¬ 
wards Andrew Ladd and Mark 
Scheifele, including taking 
care of “small details” on the 
ice and leading by example off 
the ice. 

“Come back in the zone 
with the stick on the ice ... 
shorter shifts, stuff like that,” 
he said. 

Ehlers, who scored 49 goals 
and had 55 assists for 104 
points in 63 games played last 
season, was named alternate 
captain this year, along with 
defenceman Austyn Hardie, 


while forward Ryan Fallcen- 
ham is captain. 

“The way I’m going to show 
myself as (a) leader, is to go out 
there, play hard every single 
game (and) be a good character 
on and off the ice,” he said. 

Despite getting sent back 
down by the NHL franchise, 
Ehlers was focused while still 
having fun on the ice Tuesday 
alongside his major junior 
teammates. 

Selected ninth overall in 
the 2014 NHL Entry Draft, 
Ehlers remains determined to 
up his individual game.

A legend may be finally done, maybe not 



The day before the start of 
another NHL season, Martin 
Brodeur found himself in the 
strange position of being out of 
work. 

He hopes it’s not a situation 
he’ll be in for long. But despite 
21 stellar seasons with the New 
Jersey Devils that included 
three Stanley Cup titles and 
an NHL-record 688 wins, the 
42-year-old goaltender knows 
his time in the NHL may have 
come to an end. 

Still, Brodeur has been keep¬ 
ing in shape this week, train¬ 
ing with Quebec Major Junior 


Hockey League’s Gatineau 
Olympiques, where his son, An¬ 
thony, is a goalie. 

“ft means a lot (to train with 
Anthony),” Brodeur said. 

Coming to Gatineau has 
allowed him to maintain his 
training and spend quality time 
with his oldest son. 

Brodeur was in Mississauga, 
Ont., last week catching up 
with younger son Jeremy, who 
is a goaltender for the Oshawa 
Generals of the Ontario Hockey 
League. 

Brodeur is the NHL’s all-time 
leader in regular season wins, 


losses, shutouts and games 
played, and holds numerous 
other league and franchise re¬ 
cords. A four-time Vezina Tro¬ 
phy winner, Brodeur is the only 
goalie in NHL histoiy with eight 
40-win seasons. 

Brodeur would have liked 
to have already signed with a 
team, but understands organiz¬ 
ations likely want to get a good 
look at younger prospects.

Stephane Robidas knows from 
his 885 career games span¬ 
ning 14 seasons what it’s like 
to play in the NHL. But that 
doesn’t mean the new Toronto 
Maple Leafs defenceman is any 
less excited about playing the 
Montreal Canadiens on open¬ 
ing night. 

“Let’s put it this way: This 
date’s been marked on my cal¬ 
endar for a long time,” Robidas 
said. 

It’ll be the first game in a 
Toronto uniform for Robidas 
and the first of a lot of other 
things Wednesday night. As the 
Brendan Shanahan era begins 
in earnest, the new-loolc Leafs 
will have just 10 players in their 
lineup who were there when 
last season’s collapse began. 

“We’ve added almost 10 
new guys so you’d expect us 
to play a little differently and 
those guys to add something,” 
winger Joffrey Lupul said. 
“We’ve made some changes to 
certain areas of how we play, so 
I think eveiyone is comfortable 
with that.” 

Along with Robidas, it’ll be 
the first game with the Leafs for 
veterans Roman Polalc, Mike 
Santorelli and Daniel Winnilc. 
The 37-year-old Robidas could 
be the most important free- 
agent addition, given that he’s 
expected to be a top-pairing 
defenceman with captain Dion 


Phaneuf. 

“I want to be the same 
player as I was before,” Robidas 
said. “I’m not the saviour, I’m 
not going to change this whole 
organization upside-down. 
We’ve made a few good chan¬ 
ges over the summer, there’s a 
lot of new faces. Younger guys 
gained experience over the 
last few years. It’s a team game 
and I want to be a piece of that 
puzzle.” 

Perhaps the biggest piece is 
goaltender Jonathan Bernier, 
who is set to make his first 
opening-night start since his 
NHL debut. That came in 2007 
at the age of 19 for the Los An¬ 
geles Kings in London, England. 

“It’s been a while,” said Ber¬ 
nier, whose most recent open¬ 
ing-night nod came in the AHL 
in 2008. “You’ve got to control 
your emotion, not too high, not 


too low.” 

In front of Bernier, the Leafs’ 
blue-line features a 21-year-old 
making his NHL debut in Stuart 
Percy. With Cody Franson still 
nursing a knee injuiy and tar¬ 
geting a potential Saturday re¬ 
turn against the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins, Percy is in despite being 
sent to the minors Tuesday as 
part of a salaiy-cap manoeuvre. 

“He’s done more than we 
anticipated,” general manager 
Dave Nonis said of Percy. “We 
thought he would be an option 
for us 40 games into the season, 
that maybe another half year 
with the Marlies before he’d be 
a guy that was capable of play¬ 
ing. But yeah, he’s put himself 
firmly in the picture, no ques¬ 
tion about it.” 

Also making his debut 
against the Habs is five-foot- 
eight winger Brandon Kozun, 


who made it impossible for 
management and coaches not 
to keep him around. 

“It’s crazy,” Kozun said. “It 
will probably sink in more 
as we get closer to that game 
time.” 

While two new Leafs will 
make their NHL debuts, open¬ 
ing night nerves extend to vet¬ 
erans like Lupul, who figured 
even in his ninth season he’d 
have some trouble sleeping. 

“I said to my friends last 
night: I just can’t wait,” Lupul 
said. “It feels like your first 
game again. Especially this 
matchup, Toronto-Montreal, 
opening night of the season in 
our building. It’s pretty cool.” 

The Leafs host the Habs 
Wednesday at the ACC in what 
will be the 725th regular season 
meeting between the teams.

When an automaker shaves 
weight off a truck, good 
things happen. Not only does 
fuel economy improve, but 
towing and payload capabil¬ 
ity increase. 

That’s the big news at 
Ford, where its all-new 2015 
F-150 has trimmed down by 
almost 320 kilograms over 
the previous model. 


That’s primarily due to 
an all-aluminum body and 
box, along with a redesigned 
steel frame that’s also much 
lighter than before. Although 
fuel figures aren’t yet avail¬ 
able, Ford says to expect an 
improvement of 5 to 20 per 
cent over the previous mod¬ 
el, depending on the engine. 

That lighter body also al¬ 
lowed engineers to add an 
all-new 2.7-litre EcoBoost V6 
engine, which uses two small 
turbochargers to crank out 
more power than many lar¬ 
ger engines when required, 
but which returns better fuel 
economy when full grunt 
isn’t needed. 

It also features start/stop 
technology, which shuts off 
the engine at idle, for even 
more fuel savings. 


Other engine options 
include two versions of a 
3.5-litre V6 — one turbo¬ 
charged, one not — and a 
5.0-litre V8. 

You really feel the weight 
difference when driving. The 
new F-150 feels agile, acceler¬ 


ates quickly, and brakes fast¬ 
er and better. Maximum tow¬ 
ing capacity is now 12,200 lb. 
(5,533 kg), up from 11,300 lb. 
(5,125 kg). 

The interior is also an 
improvement over the old 
model, but it’s not quite as 


spectacular as it could be, 
and bears considerable re¬ 
semblance to its Chevrolet 
Silverado rival. 

What does impress is how 
much attention Ford paid 
to the details, offering such 
standout features as rear 
doors that open 170 degrees 
on the SuperCab for easier 
entry, LED spotlights on the 
mirrors that can be aimed to 
light up a campsite or work 
area, an electric liftgate that 
can be lowered with a button 
on the key fob, and a 360-de- 
gree camera that helps guide 
you to your trailer hitch. 

It won’t be long before the 
other auto makers chase this 
revolutionaiy (not evolution¬ 
ary) new truck. But, for now, 
the F-150 is definitely the 
leader of the pack.

Can Fiat bring the X factor to 
SUV fans? 

The 500X is the latest at¬ 
tempt by Fiat to take its cute 
and incredibly popular retro- 
designed city car to more 
markets, but is it a crossover 
too far? 

The Fiat 500 is seven years 
old and is a retro-tinged mod¬ 
em take on a car that was 
launched back in 1957. 

Yet the little car is one of 
the most successful in Fiat’s 
histoiy and is a fixture on 
most city roads from Paris 
and Milan to London, Mont¬ 
real and New York. 

In an attempt to build on 
this ongoing popularity and 
to make its brand even more 
appealing, Fiat has been slow¬ 
ly stretching the little car into 
a brand on its own. 

There’s the convertible 
Fiat 500C, the bigger, more 
family-friendly five-door L ver¬ 
sion, the highly tuned Abarth 
racing versions and, now — 
making its global debut at the 
Paris Motor Show —there’s 
the 500X, a range of not one, 


but two little SUVs, meaning 
it’s twice as likely to be a hit 
with new customers. 

The more mgged of the 
two models is 2 cm longer, sits 
well above 18-inch wheels, 
and can be specified with 
four-wheel drive and a special 
traction control system that 
speeds up the transmission of 
torque to the rear axle. 

Opting for all-wheel drive 
also gives owners a choice of a 
1.4-litre turbo or 2.4-litre pet¬ 
rol engine or a 2-litre diesel 
unit, each of which powers 
the wheels via a nine-speed 
automatic transmission. 

But the biggest market will 
be for the more polished, less 
rugged version that promises 
owners the looks without 
the mechanics of four-wheel 
drive. 

After all, the system for 
selecting the type of road 
and weather conditions and 
how the car should respond 
is called the Drive Mood Se¬ 
lector. 

Still, on the whole, the 
transition to a crossover has 
been visually veiy success¬ 
ful. The car has retained its 
proportions, and its cheeky, 
smiling face despite adding 
two more doors; and some of 
the interior creature comforts 
are as good as anything in this 
categoiy.

Bright future. California 
dreaming for solar car 


A solar-powered family car 
completed its drive from 
Los Angeles to San Francisco 
fuelled by good vibes and 
pure California sunshine.

No one can accuse Peugeot- 
Citroen of being full of hot air. 
In fact, the automaker’s latest 
technology is a breath of fresh 
air. 

Under pressure to meet a 
French initiative to develop 
an affordable vehicle that gets 
2 L/100 km fuel efficiency by 
2020, the company’s engineers 
took a deep breath, exhaled, 
and then got to work on a 
potential hybrid system that 
combines a gas-powered 
engine with a hydraulic motor 
running on compressed air. 

The technology was official¬ 
ly revealed last year, but got an¬ 
other airing at this week’s Paris 
auto show, where two concept 
vehicles are showcasing the 
aiiy goods — the Peugeot 208 
Hybrid Air 2L and the Citroen 
C4 Cactus Airflow 2L. 

It’s no coincidence that 
both feature 2L in their names. 
As currently configured, 
with a plethora of fuel-saving 
technologies, both vehicles are 
said to be capable of achieving 
that fuel-efficient holy grail of 
2 L/100 Ion. 

Here’s how it works: A 
storage tank holding com¬ 
pressed nitrogen is connected 
to a hydraulic motor. When 
the pressurized nitrogen is 
released, it forces oil through 


the motor, which turns the 
front wheels. 

The burst of energy is 
short — lasting way less than 
one kilometre. But recharge 
time is short, too: 10 seconds 
or so. 

_ A pump recycles the 
nitrogen and oil back into 
the “charged” position, using 
energy from the gas engine 
and a regenerative braking 
system (which captures the 
energy available when coast¬ 
ing or braking to a stop — just 
like in a gas-electric hybrid). 
Also, like all hybrids, the 
vehicle can be propelled by air 
alone, gas engine alone, or a 
combination. 

Both concept vehicles 
feature reworked versions of 
the automaker’s 1.2-litre three- 
cylinder turbo-charged engine, 
and Peugeot-Citroen says the 
Air Hybrid technology reduces 
its already minuscule fuel con¬ 
sumption by 30 per cent. 

But its major claim to fame 
is how it achieves that 30 per 
cent reduction. Compared to 
a gas-electric hybrid, it does it 
with considerably less weight, 
complexity and cost. No big, 
heavy batteiy for one thing. It 
also has a greener manufactur¬ 
ing and recycling footprint. 

The downside is it doesn’t 
allow those long, silent and 
satisfying “totally green” kilo¬ 
metres afforded by gas-electric 
hybrids. The powertrain prob¬ 
ably won’t run as smoothly, 
either. 

And, for now, the tech¬ 
nology is only applicable to 
smaller and lighter vehicles. 

But it is has an air of 
mysteiy about it that is veiy 
compelling. I hope it isn’t one 
of those promising innovations 
that disappear over time — 
into thin air.

Honda seeks to raise the bar for small-engine efficiency 

Honda’s newest 1.0-litre engine could set new standards for gas-engine efficiency. The Fi¬ 
nancial Express says the Japanese automaker is working on a global small engine for use 
in a new small car due to be launched in 2017. It will be offered in both turbocharged 
and non-turbocharged versions. Honda’s smallest current gasoline engine is the 1.2-litre 
four-cylinder unit in the Brio model, sold in markets including India, Indonesia and 
Thailand. It achieves combined city/highway fuel-consumption rating of 5.1 L/100 1cm. 
The new engine will complement a 1.5-litre diesel-turbo, also sold in Far East countries. 
Honda does produce a smaller 0.66-litre gasoline engine for its Kei-car range, but those 
vehicles are sold only in Japan, all stories and photos from wheelbasemedia.com 



Honda is developing a 1.0-litre engine to power a new global small car due to be launched in 2017. There’s no 
word on whether the car will be sold in North America, where the 1.5-Htre Fit is currently the smallest Honda.

Electric cars in California top 100,000 

California reached an electric-car milestone in early 
September, according to figures compiled by a group 
called the California Plug-In Electric Vehicle Collabora¬ 
tive, surpassing 100,000 registered vehicles since the 
first electrified vehicle was sold there in 2010. This 
gives the Golden State about 40 per cent of all the elec¬ 
tric vehicles currently registered in the entire United 
States. In addition, says the Green Car Reports website, 
the milestone puts the state in a good position to reach 
Gov. Jerry Brown’s target of putting 1.5 million electric 
cars on the road by 2025. Cleaner, low-emission vehicles 
have been a priority for the state since the 1960s and 
1970s, when clouds of smog choked its cities. 


Air helps power 
hyper-miler 
for Peugeot 

French automaker 
Peugeot is showing 
its 208 Hybrid Air 2L 
demonstrator at the 
Paris Auto Show. “2L” 
refers to fuel consump¬ 
tion of 2.0 L/100 1cm. 
The vehicle is based on 
a production version 
of the Peugeot 208’s 
82-horsepower 1.2-litre 
five-seat hatchback. 
Weighing less than 900 
kilograms, the body is 
a mix of steel, alum¬ 
inum and composites. 
In addition to en¬ 
hanced aerodynamics, 
the standard power- 
train is replaced by a 
hybrid drive system 
with a mix of gasoline 
and compressed air. Ac¬ 
cording to hybridcars. 
com, the compressed 
air is used to assist and 
even take over entirely 
for the gasoline engine 
during acceleration 
and starts. 


Driving on orange peels for better grip 

Who says tires can’t benefit from natural ingredients? 

A Japanese tire maker has cut the amount of petroleum 
required in the production of its tires by using oil from 
orange peels. A continuation of Yokohama’s BlueEarth 
philosophy, the company says it infuses the rubber 
compound with oil extracted from orange peels. One 
of the stickiest substances found in the natural world, 
it helps improve the tires’ performance and longevity, 
while reducing the amount of petroleum used in the 
tire. Orange oil technology was tried and tested on road 
racing tires in motorsports series around the world, and 
is now featured in Yokohama’s first mainstream tire 
application, the AVID Ascend series.

The natural-gas B-Class uses a 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine fuelled by three tanks of natural gas and can hold 14 litres of gasoline if com¬ 
pressed natural gas is not available. Powered by a lithium-ion batteiy, the B-Class Elec¬ 
tric Drive is already on sale in North America, and proving to be “comfortably powerful 
enough for darting in and out of city traffic.” Subtle cosmetic changes and infotainment 
upgrades complete the refresh.

Since its redesign for model 
year 2011, the Chiysler 200 
gained more comfort, bet¬ 
ter handling, more features, 
a more upscale interior and 
more power — all while main¬ 
taining a high-value approach 
to delivering a four-door family 
sedan. 

Note that the mechanically- 
similar 200 Convertible was 
also available, but we’ll cover 
that in another column. 

Appealing largely on equip¬ 
ment and performance levels 
relative to its price, the re¬ 
designed 200 sold from 2011 
to 2014 inclusive and has now 
been replaced by an all-new 2015 
model. 

Look for such upscale features 
as automatic climate control, 
Bluetooth, motorized heated 
leather seats, a touch-screen navi¬ 
gation system, LED cabin light¬ 
ing, an optional Boston Acoustics 
stereo system, USB connectivity 
and hard-drive audio storage for 
ripping your CD collection direct¬ 
ly into the stereo for future use. 


Common Issues 


Be sure the 200 you’re con¬ 
sidering shifts smoothly and 
consistently, and have the 
model investigated by a mech¬ 
anic if it doesn’t. 

Gear shifts may be quick or 


even abrupt — although if they 
occur with a bang, or any un¬ 
welcome sound effects, there 
could be trouble brewing. 

Confirm proper operation 
of all on-board electronics, 
paying close attention to the 
Bluetooth connectivity, the 
steering-wheel-mounted audio 
controls and the instrument 
cluster illumination. 

Next, check out the climate 
control system. Be sure the air 
conditioner works, and then 
check to make sure you get 
heat out of the vents on both 
sides of the cabin when called 
upon. 

There’s some discussion 
about clogged or leaky heater 
cores being a potential issue, 
which could negatively affect 
the 200’s ability to deliver heat 
in colder months. 

Other signs of trouble may 
include low coolant levels, 
or the sweet, sugary, slightly 
burned smell of engine coolant 
inside the car. 

If you hear a popping or 
thumping sound from up front 
while turning the wheel at low 
speeds, or while stopped, fur¬ 
ther investigation is required, 
as the tie rods or strut mounts 
may need replacing. 

Finally, note that a small 
portion of early 3.6-litre en¬ 
gines from this generation 
were replaced under warranty 
due to bad cylinder heads. 

The issue was rare and 
seems to affect only 2011 and 
some 2012 models, before the 
cylinder head was redesigned 
to fix the issue. 

Best defence against this 
rare but noteworthy issue is to 
stick to a unit with plenty of 
factoiy powertrain warranty 
remaining. 


O Good overall 
bang for the 
buck, a com¬ 
fortable ride, a 
potent six-cylinder engine, 
smooth performance and 
an upscale feel to the 
cabin were all mentioned 
frequently. Fuel efficiency 
is also rated well, as is the 
trunk space, and overall 
cargo volume. 


Typical com¬ 
plaints include 
less-than-ad- 
equate perform¬ 
ance on models 
with the four-cylinder 
engine, as well as a vague 
and limp feel to the steer¬ 
ing system. 


© Engine op¬ 
tions included a 
2.4-litre four- 
cylinder unit with 
173 horsepower teamed 
to a four-speed automatic, 
or Chiysler’s Pentastar 
3.6-litre V6 with output 
approaching the 300 
horsepower mark. 


Relatively low pricing, the 
rocket-propelled V6 engine, 
and decent reliability make 
the Chiysler 200 a good- 
bang-for-the-buclc candi¬ 
date for a used sedan. All 
common issues should be 
easy for test-drivers or their 
mechanics to identify.

Can Zero’s new bikes create 
a buzz about electric power? 

At first glance, the Cali¬ 
fornia firm’s 2015 range of 
bikes, officially unveiled at 
Intermot in Cologne, Ger¬ 
many, looks a lot like its cur¬ 
rent range. However, pull 
away the fairing, and the 
changes are massive. 

Chief among them is a 10 
per cent boost in range across 
the model line, meaning that 
when rode responsibly, they 
can go up to 300 kilometres 
before the batteries need 
charging. That sort of range 
improvement is enough to 
make the new bikes attract¬ 
ive for something other than 
inner-city commuting or a bit 
of off-road fun. 


However, it’s not just bet¬ 
ter batteiy tech; the new 
bikes boast the sorts of fit¬ 
tings and features that its gas- 
powered counterparts have 
been offering for some time 
— Showa suspension, Bosch 
ABS systems and Pirelli tires. 

All of which means they 
will handle and stop like a 
normal bike. But that’s all 
they have in common with 
most of the other marques on 
display at this year’s event. 

Electric engines might 
be poorer than fossil fuel 
engines in terms of range 
and time it takes to refill, 
but those are the only areas 
where electric bike owners 
face a disadvantage. 

The acceleration from an 


electric motor is immedi¬ 
ate and all of the torque and 
power generated by the mo¬ 
tor is available all the time — 
no need to wring it through a 
gearbox. 

That’s why when Zero was 
just a start-up back in 2006 
it chose to target dirt biking 
and scrambling first, where 
that electric immediacy is a 
huge advantage. 

The FX is still an import¬ 
ant model, but it has been 
joined by a serious hot-rod 
in the form of the SR, the S 
(which has the looks and the 
grunt of a naked bike), and 
the DS (aimed at those who 
commute during the week 
then head for the hills each 
weekend), afp
